What is a “skinned” stamp? 
‘ 


One from which part of the thickness of the 
paper has been removed, 


Hold such a stamp to the light and you will 
see a thin spot in it. 


stamp is stuck on a letter of inquiry. Pulling 
this stamp off will leave the corner skinned 
and liable to curl. Last year I saw a rare 
foreign unused stamp, 
at auction for $250 because of just that defect 
and nothing more. 


How should stamps be removed from paper? 


You should never pull a stamp from its 
paper, for fear of skinning it. A very few 
stamps lose their color in water, but as a rule 
that is the way to clear them of paper. If 
you MUST do it the other way, you will find 
that by holding the stamp firmly you can pull 
the paper from the stamp (not the stamp from 
the paper) by working gently round and round, 
so that a little of the paper will be left on 
the stamp, not a little of the stamp on the 
paper. 

But the proper way is to put your stamps 
in warm water and let them STAY there 
until they float off with a little stirring. Take 
out the loose papers and give the stamps 
another wash to float away all dirt. Then 
dry them in a row on clean newspaper, or 
blotters in the case of unused stamps. Press 
with another paper, then remove to a dry one 
cover with another and then put magazines or 
top and let them stay for an hour, to get fully 
dry and perfectly flat.

OUR THIRTY Charles Roosevelt 
CENT STAMP Chady of Waupaca, 

Wisconsin raises a 
question that will have to be passed 
on to our Good Postmaster General 
for an answer. It is the lack of a 
name or word to tell the uninitiated 
tenderfoot from the east, just what 
kind of an animal might be pictured 
on this stamp. 

Mr. Chady calls attention to the 
fact that all of the other stamps of 
this remarkable series of 25 stamps 
issued in 1922, bear titles to the pic- 
tures shown on the stamps but the 
lone thirty is without such a title. 

“Bison” is the name Mr. Chady 
gives the animal yet all tales of the 
“Thundering Herds” that tramped the 
prairies of the old west speak invari- 
ably of the Buffalo. 

Can it be that difference of opinion, 
when the stamp was designed, was 
settled by omitting the name entirely 
or that the omission is an oversight 
for certainly with every other one

of the subjects on the series, named, 
that the public and the stamp collec- 
tor might recognize them, it would 
seem queer that the title to the pic- 
ture should be overlooked on this 
single stamp. 

While we have just referred to the 
fact that the western stories and lit- 
erature invariably refer to this animal 
of the plains as a Buffalo, a reference 
to the International Encyclopaedia 
will lead one to believe that the ani- 
mal of our western plains should al- 
most always be properly referred to 
as a Bison. The two types are ex- 
tremely different in many ways and 
the Bison seems best to fit our con- 
ception of the Western animal. 


NEVER 


In our issue of October 15, 
AGAIN 


we printed a rather odd 
little clipping from a news- 
paper, entitled “Postal Guide Ro- 
mance”. Unlike our readers we did 
not try to mail letters to the various 
towns listed in this little skit, but 
took it for granted that the infor- 
mation was authentic. We are now 
being showered with letters and post- 
al cards from collectors who attempt- 
ed to get cancellations from the vari- 
ous towns listed and are assured that 
the letters addressed to three of the 
alleged towns come back from the 
postoffice with the information that 
there “ain’t any such places”. 

So much for clipping information 
from Newspapers. Invariably, when 
newspapers print stamps news it has 
been wrong in some detail. This sit- 
uation has been remedied to a great 
extent on those newspapers that have 
placed philatelists in charge of their 
columns devoted to postage stamps, 
for which we can all be thankful. 

We shall have to investigate news- 
paper clippings in the future or place 
all of them where most of them are 
deposited—in the W. P. B. 


ANEW _ This comes also from a 
RACKET newspaper clipping and is 
offered for what it is 
worth. A clipping under a Paris date 
line states that stamp dealers are 
being offered stamps from Afghani- 
stan by the postal authorities. It is 
stated that the authorities offer to 
supply current issues, cancelled to 
order at a fraction of face value. 

If such a procedure becomes gen- 
eral on the part of countries with an 
empty pocket-book, collectors can only 
defend themselves by collecting only 
unused stamps of such countries or 
refusing them altogether. 


FROM PROF. Brother Gamber, who

Not satisfied with issuing a com- 
memorative now and then the Post- 
office Department has found reason 
for the issue of two different and dis- 
tinct stamps honoring two great men 
who have helped make history in the 
early days of America. It is not our 
purpose to recite the story of the ac- 
tivities of these great men. History 
tells that story in a far more thorough 
manner than it can be told in the 
limited space at our disposal. 

Our object is to tell of the new 
stamps and at this writing but little 
information other than what we can 
glean from a sight of them is at hand. 

As is well known the Penn stamps 
were announced for first day sale at 
Philadelphia and Chester, Pa., and 
New Castle, Delaware, while the Web- 
ster stamps were to be placed on first 
day sale at Hanover, Franklin anc 
Exeter, New Hampshire. 

As has been the situation in the 
past, enterprising collectors found 
means by which these stamps were 
used in many cities and towns other 
than those officially designated and 
these covers are naturally of interest 
to the collector who wishes to go as 
far as he can in a specialized collec- 
tion of such stamps. 

It has been announced that a print- 
ing of 50,000,000 of both of the stamps 
was authorized and both stamps are 
of the flat plate print in sheets of 
400 which are cut to panes of 100 for 
issue. Straight edges being on two 
sides of each sheet of 100 stamps. 
Plate numbers appearing over the 
center of each pane of 100 stamps at 
the tops and below the center of the 
sheet at the bottom of the plate of 
400 stamps. 

Plate numbers are not known at this 
time but it is hoped to give a list of 
same at a future date. 

It is unnecessary to describe the 
stamps. Doubtless all interested col-

The Penn stamp is a beautiful and 
pleasing piece of work. At a hasty 
glance the Webster portrait reminds 
one of Thomas Edison, altho a bit lean 
for that gentleman or possibly Henry 
Ford in some of his roughed up poses. 
The design outside the portrait is so 
similar to others in the past that it 
calls for little comment. The por- 
trait disillusions one very much after 
gazing upon the pictures of Webster 
as shown on earlier U. S. issues and 
is therefore less acceptable to the 
public.
